RESTRICTION 

The Examiner has indicated that independent claims 70, 127, 150 and 170 are generic and 
has not indicated that he believes any of these generic independent claims are patentably distinct. 

Instead, the Examiner has indicated that claims 123 to 125, dependant on claim 70, are 
directed to different species of the generic feature of collected health related data in claim 70. 
The Examiner has made a similar observation for claims 145 to 147 (dependent on claim 127), 
claims 166 to 168 (dependent on claim 150) and claims 186 to 188, which are dependent on 
claim 170. 

ELECTION 

Applicant does not agree with the Examiner's conclusion, but makes the following 
election without traverse as required by the Office Action: 

Applicant elects claim 123, claim 145, claim 166 and claim 186 (all directed to collecting 
user experienced symptoms or quantitative data) for examination along with their respective 
independent claims 70, 127, 150 and 170. 

The Examiner is requested to examine these claims and all other claims, except for 
unelected claims 124, 125, 146, 147, 167,168,187 and 188, as soon as possible. 
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
